Subject :—Import of (i ) Fruits all sorts, excluding coconuts and cashewnut a, fresh, 
dried salted or preserved ruo.s. and excluding Dates [S. No. 21(a)/IV], 
(ii) Asafoetida [S. No. 31(b)/V], ( iii) Cumin Seeds & (iv) Medicinal 
herbs from Afghanistan during 1966-07 Trade Arrangement period ex¬ 
tended up to 31st July, 1967. 

No. 18-ITC(PN)/67. —Attention of the trade is invited to the Ministry of Com¬ 
merce Public Notice Noa. 37-!TC(PN)/88 dated 9th March I960 and 61-ITC(PN)/66 
dated 7th May, 1906 from which it will be evident that the Indo-Afghan Trade 
arrangement period commencing from 1st February 1966 expired on 31st January, 
1967. 

2. It has now been decided to extend the Indo-Afghan Trade Arrangement upto 
the 31st July, 1967. Import of commodities from Afghanistan other than Hides & 
Skins and export of commodities to Afghanistan as detailed in the Ministry of 
Commerce Public Notice No, 37-ITC(PN)/68 dated 9th March, 1966 by Approved 
importers and Afghan Govt, nominee Arms will be allowed strictly in accordance 
with the policy and procedure, as detailed in the aforesaid Public Notice. 
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3. It may be noted that the goods must be cleared from the Afghan Custom 
borders within the validity period of the transit certificate, and the evidence of 
transit having taken place during the validity of the Transit Certificate should be 
produced, else the goods will not oe allowed clearance. 

4. The applications for permits should be submitted to the licensing authority 
concerned within the validity period of the Transit Certificate alongwith T.R. etc. 

5. The last date for fulfilment obligation upto 10(5% may be deemed to have been 
extended upto 31st August, 1967. 

6. The already registered new comers may effect Imports according to the terms 
and conditions, as laid down in the Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No- 61/ITC- 
(PN)/60 dated 7th May, 1996. The period of export of non-traditional goods to 
Afghanistan which was from 1st February to 31st December, 1966 is hereby extend¬ 
ed upto 30th June, 1967. 

7. Issue of permits for imports from Afghanistan will be suspended without 
further notice as soon as the celling is consumed.
